HOME RULE. 

Mr. Gladstone's Measure Still Being 
Discussed in the House of 
Commons. 



Tho Financial Clauses -Appointment 
of Judges and Magistrates- 
Other Reservations. 



London, June o. — In the House ot Com- 
mons to day Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain brought up the question of tho discov- 
ery of grave errors in the exciso accounts, 
which almost obliterated £500,000 sterling;, 
a sum with which Ireland, according to 
Mr. Gladstone, was to begin her Home 
Rule career. 

Mr. Chamberlain ashed whether the Gov- 
ernment had completed tho inquiries being 
made upon tho subject. 

Mr. Gladstone replied that tho estimates 
upon which tho financial clauses of the 
Homo Rule bill were based wero being re- 
vised and would shortly bo presented to Par- 
liament, 

Immediately after the House of Commons 
wont into committee to consider clause .'j of 
tho 110100 Rule bill, Mr. Gladstone accepted 
tho amendments proposed by Sir Henry 
James, Liberal-Unionist, that the Dublin 
Legislature be forbidden to interfere In pro- 
ceedings for the extradition of criminals. 

Gerald Balfour, Conservative for Central 
Leeds, moved that tho Irish Government bo 
forbidden to appoint judges and magis- 
trates. 

Mr. Chamberlain, leader of the Liberal- 
Unionists, said that the acceptance of this 
amendment would tend to satisfy those op- 
poaing the bill, but favoring local self-gov- 
ernment. (Ironical cheers.) 

Mr. Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Gladstone said tho Government in- 
tended that tho appointment of judges in 
Ireland should remain in tho hands of the 
Sovereign, but the Irish Government could 
not bo prevented from making recommenda- 
tions. 

John J. Clancey, Parnellite, for North 
Dublin County, protested that they would 
not bind themselves to accept Mr. Glad- 
stone's suggestion. This was a question 
for Ireland to decide. 

Tho amendment waa rejected by a voto of 
201 to 255.

BEHRING SEA. 

British Members of the Tribunal Regard 
Anglo-Eusslau Convention a Strong 
Point in Their Favor. 

Paris, Juno 5. — Tho British members of 
tho Behring Sea arbitration tribunal regard 
tho conclusion of tho Anglo-Russian agree- 
ment as to sealing during 189.'i, us u strong 
argument against tho American claim of 
exclusive rights in tho Sea to tho exclusion 
of the British. Great Britain's representa- 
tives uro determined to abide by their in- 
terpretation of the arbitration treaty. E. 
J. Phelps, counsel for the United States 
will not sum up tho American caso until tho 
argument on the question of regulation 
shall have been concluded. 



One Case Only. 
London - , Juno 5. — In tho cattle embargo 
debate in tho House of Commons on Satur- 
day night, President Gardner, of tho Board 
of Agriculture, replying to Mr. Chaplin, 
made an important-statement regarding the 
embargo on Canadian cattlo. Ho fluid that 
so far tho special examination of the uni 
mals' lungs had proved satisfactory, for 
out of ten cargoes, comprising 51 19 cattle, 
only ono animal, which arrived on the 
steamship Luke Winnipeg, gave causo 
for suspicion. Regarding this he awaited 
further information from the board of 
agricultural advisers. Mr. Chaplin, who 
appeared surprisul at the clean bill of 
health reported, aBked whether ho was to 
underatend that only ono cubo was sus- 
pected. Mr. Gardner replied, "only one." 



FINANCIAL FAILURE. 

IUfcCannon'8 Bank, of Spokane Fulls, Closes 
Closes Its Doors and Suspends 
Payment, 

SEATTLE, June 5. — A special telegram 
from Spokane says that the Bank of Spo 
kune Falls closed its doors this morning. 
Shortly after 10 o'clock the account clerk 
appeared at the door and posted a notico 
reading : "Owing to financial stringency, 
this bank will not be opened for a few days.' 
The Bank of Spokane Falls is a private in- 
institution of which \V. H. A. McCannon 
is tho owner. Its deposits amount to S12O0. 
000. Of this sum §55,000 belonged to tho 
city of Spokane and about $75,000 to per 
sous residing in the city. Tho re 
mainder is largely duo to individuals 
and correspondents outside tho city. Tho 
bank has for several years occupied a plain 
brick building on Mill street, near River 
side avenue. Last year Mr. Can 
non began erecting a now bank 
building at tho corner of Riverside und Mi 
streets. This is now nearly completed. It 
is a fine marble building of tho Grecian 
stylo and proportions. Black marble for the 
front of this building was imported from 
Vermont specially and it is carved and po" 
ished in the most costly manner, but this 
beautiful building is given out as one of the 
causes of tho bank's cmburrasment. An- 
other causo of the faiuro of the bank is the 
fact that Mr. Cannon Ins been doing busi 
nets largely on borrowed capital and the 
bank was connected with many private en- 
terprises. Somo heavy creditors in New 
York, San Francisco and l'ortund called in 
their loans, und tho money could not b 
paid. Suspension could not be avoided. 
Some bankers say the liabilities uro $200,- 
000, Mr. Cannon ia a very wealthy man 
and it ia thought will tido over his diflicul 
ties.

War of Fxtermliiutlon. 

CnmrjAUUA, Mexico, Juno 5 — Govern- 
ment troops stationed at Tomaochio und 
other posts in that section are waging a war 
of extermination upon all bottlers and others 
supposed to have participated in tho revolu- 
tionary outbreak in that part of the State 
t April, and a large number of persons 
ve been summarily shot without trial. It 
was at Tomaochio that the wholesale mass- 
acre of Indians by Mexican soldiers occurred 
a year ago. The population of the town 
was 2,500, but all that now remains is a 
pretty church edifice, which has not been 
molested bv the troops. 

Spain wimiH Gibraltar. 

Madrid, Juno 5. —The suggestion having 
been mudo that Spain would cede the Can- 
ary Islands to Great Britain in exchange for 
Gibraltar, the Spanish Canary newspapers 
concur in disapproving the proposition. A 
local paper expresses the belief that. Great 
Britain will ultimately cede Gibraltar to 
Spain if indemnified for tho cost of fortifica- 
tions which Greut Britain constructed there. 

Converts lo Pan-Slavism, 

VIENNA, June .3. — In tho deputies to-day 
Count Apponyie, the leader of the Hun- 
garian opposition, asked Count Kuluoky, 
the minister of foreign affairs, whether or 
the Government had information of 
attempts of Russians in the United States 
to convert Hungarian immigrants to Pan- 
Slavism. At tho same time he demanded 
that several Hungarian consuls ho Bont to 
America to look after the interests of Hun- 
garian residents. Count Kalnoky, in reply, 
said that inquiry as to tho Pan-Slavism 
agitation would bo made by the Govern- 
ment, which, thus fur, had no knowledge of 
its existence. Undoubtedly, tho subject 
might be of importance, as in 1S92 more 
than 80,000 emigrated from tho empiro to 
thu United States. Deputy Czesnatory 
opposed the investigation suggested by 
Count Apponyie. The great distance of 
the United States from Central Kuropo, ho 
said, precluded tho poBaibility that tho 
agitation, supposing it existed, could result 
in any action within the empiro. 

Accident lo a Crack Stenimlilp. 

GENOA, Juno 5.— Tho accident to tho 
North German Lloyd's steamer Kaiser Wil- 
helm II turns out very serious, and will 
entail heavy loss upon tho owners or un- 
derwriters. The valve seat of the circu- 
lating pumps broke wdiilo repairs were be- 
ing made to the pump, allowing tho sea 
water to rush into the engine room, which 
was soon flooded. Tho Kaiser Wilhelm 
went down alongside her wharf. Tho 
steamer is once more ulloat, but it will be 
some days before sho will be able to sail. 

Grand Slate Concert. 

London, Jnno 5.— A stato concert was 
givon to-day at Buckingham Palace. It 
was an occasion of unusual splendor, more 
than 1,200 of tho nobility and gentry und of 
persona of distinction, British and foreign, 
being present. The Princess of Wales und 
her daughters, the Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, wero present, being their first flharc 
in a court function Binco tho death of tho 
Duke of Clarence. Tho American legation 
was represented by Charge d'Affairs White 
»nd Meaeis. Anderson and Coles.

Portland, Juno S.—Vico-Consul Luid- 
law's dispatch to tho British Minister at 
Washington in the case of Capt. Myers of 
the Danube, waa not without its effect 
thero. On Saturday nobody about the 
federal buildings thought any aBsistanco was 
duo to the Danube captain in piloting his 
habeas corpus passengers to Judgo Bellin- 
ger's court room. To-day, however, the 
deputy United States marshals were at 
tho dock where the vessel lay to perform 
thut duty. This chanr- of front was due to 
telegrams from Mr. Olney instructing the 
marshal to furnish what aid tho captain 
needed in conveying his men back and for- 
ward between tho vessel und the court 
room, und also the district attorney not to 
oppose application should u rtquest bo made 
for a deputy to guard the Chinese on tho 
steamer pending the habeas corpus examin- 
ation. From these telegrams it is evident 
that Sir Julian Paunoefote laid tho ease be- 
fore Secretary of State Greshani, who in 
turn brought the matter to the attention of 
the Attorney-General. The lattor's tele- 
gram to tho District- Attorney indicates that 
thero is an understanding of the situation 
or elso a mode of procedure unheard of here, 
hus been suggested. Nobody here wents 
any Deputy Marshals aboard the Danube, 
for they aro sufficiently guarded by customs 
ollicialn. The proceedings in the cases bo- 
fore Judge Bellinger to-day were postponed 
until certificates in tho hands of the Col- 
lector can be returned into court on sub- 
poenas issued to-day. 

Washington, Juue 5.— The State depart- 
ment will probably not intorfere in tho case 
of tho steamship Danube, at Portland, Ore. , 
where the captain uppealed to tho British 
legation for relief from an order of the 
court, which required him to bring ."!50 
Chinese passengers belore the court to an- 
swer to writs of habeas corpus. The cap- 
tuin was willing that the Chinese should an- 
swer, but he feured to assume tho heavy re- 
sponsibility of preventing the escape 
of the Chinamen when they were once 
ashore. Sir Julian Puuncefote, the British 
ambassador, was ut tho State Department 
to-day, probably to stato tho case to Secre- 
tary Greshani. It is bolieved at tho depart- 
ment that there will be no difficulty in com- 
plying technically with the order of tho 
court, while avoiding the possibility of the 
escape of tho Chinese. This could be done 
if the marshal served hiB writs on board tho 
vessel and left a deputy aboard iu charge of 
the Chinese until the court passed upon 
their cases. 



RECIPROCITY CONVENTION. 

Opening of the International Gather 
inp; at St. Paul— Some of 
the Speeches. 



A Permanent Organization Formed- 
Officers Nominated— Address 
by a Winnipeger. 



St. Paul, Minn., Juno 5.— The Reci 
procity convention began to-day in the 
auditorium. Hon. P. H. Kolly, the well 
known Democratic leader, was chosen to 
represent the commercial bodiea of St, 
Paul. In calling tho convention to order 
Mr. Kelly hud no remarks to make, but at 
once introduced Rev. W. T. Covert, of 
Mcrriam park, who opened the convention 
with prayer, invoking the divine blessing on 
the great movement in furtherance of the 
doing unto others as we would havo them 
do unto us. A brief welcome address was 
delivered by Mayor J. P. Wright, 
Governor. 

Andrew H. Burke, of North . Dakota, 
spoke briefly. In the course of hia uddreas 
he said: "Reciprocity apostles do not come 
begging for favors nor for advantages 
they ask, they demand that their rights 
shall be accorded them. The Southwest 
hus been the care of the Government. Jet- 
ties and levees, dredging machines und 
works of engineering skill of the highest 
description have been freely given for the 
improvement of the commerce ot the country 
They aro not supplicants for bounty nor 
chasers after appropriations. They pro- 
pose, however, that tho things to which 
they are justly entitled shall not bo with- 
held, und it is tho intention to persevere 
until tho ends for which they have striven 
shall have been accomplished." 

Hon. James Fisher, of Winnipeg, did 
what he culled " breaking tho ice" in open 
ing tho convention, giving utterance t< 
what is considered the key-note of the con 
ventiou. He expressed his regret that the 
reciprocity treaty of 1851 bad been abro- 
gated, and on behalf of the Can- 
adian delegates expressed his wish 
that the treaty might be renewed in manu 
factures as well as in natural products. Ho 
believed an agreement in this line waa en- 
tirely possible. The Cauudian people 
wished to avoid active discrimination 
against Great Britain. 

The committee on organization, this even- 
ing, selected the following permunent 
ofiicera: President, James Fisher, ALP., 
Winnipeg; vice-president, P. H. Kelly, St. 
Paul ; eecretary, D. R. Minnis, Grand 
Forks, N.D.; Charles N. Beol, Minneapolis ;

Captain Robinson, who had six ribs 
broken by falling from a gang plank to the 
guard of the steamer Samson on Saturday 
night, is out of danger aud resting well this 
evening. 

A largely attended meeting was held in 
Herring's Opera House on Saturday night 
under tho auspices of the Fishermen's Pro- 
tective aud Benevolent Society. 

Mayor Curds briefly explained tho object 
for which the meeting was called. Mr. 
Soams, secretary of tho association, read 
the petition to the Minister of Marino and 
Fisheries to remedy the grievances of which 
tho white fishermen complained. Thepeti- 
lion had been circulated partially through 
E intern Canada. It had been signed by all 
asked, as far as he knew of, in this Province. 
The Canadian Government wero bringing 
people, holding out inducements which were 
i.ot realized when they came to the Eraser 
river. They found that licences were given 
to Chinese and Japs, who lived in huts 
and sent all they saved back to tho Orient. 
Tlie canucrymen were not all against 
the Association in the matter of employing 
their labor. The course the Government 
was pursuing was driving the most respect- 
able of the fishermen to the Columbia river, 
where they became American citizens. The 
canners did not only control twenty licenses 
for each cannery, but influenced and held 
licenses for establishments, sometimes three 
of them, built and used as stores or ware- 
houses, in which there was no machinery. 

J. C. Brown, M. P. P., who came in late, 
Baid he waa cosmopolitan enough to look 
upon every man as a man and a brother as 
long as ho behaved himself, no matter what 
c mntry ho hailed from. Ho did not think 
it possible for either the Chinamen or Jap, 
to assimilate with tho European. Ho be- 
lieved that when the Federal Government 
understood matters they would hasten to 
remedy whatever injustice tho white fisher- 
men were now subjected to. 

James Beers reviewed tho present fishing 
license system, aud stated that there waa 
something wrong somewhere which should 
bo righted. He believed that the Chinese 
aud Japanese immigration was responsible 
for tho trouble. 

Several resolutions of hearty support and 
accord with tho objects of the Association 
were carried unanimously.

LABDEAU, May 31. — To day has been a 
red-letter day in Lardeau. As tho day was 
o'.oaing the fine ferry was completed, as aho 
tho trail from the towneite through to Fish 
creek and Lardeau Pass trails.' Tho ferry 
is a large, well-built raft, made of hewed 
timbers end 12x40 feet, with good strong 
railings on each side, and also protected by 
rail at each end. It will carry about fifteen, 
pack horses and load with perfect safety, 
and tho craft takes to tho water all the 
same duck. It is worked by tho new sys- 
tem, tho end of tho ferry full up'tho stream ; 
one pulley and one cable from the main 
cable to tlio ferry. It was built under the 
Supervision of Mr. Tom Bain, of Revel- 
stoke, which is D guarantee of its stability. 
A reliable man will be kept at the Fish 
creek ferry night and day. 

Prospectors and miners can stay at a good 
hotel and take the trails right from tho 
door Freight is transported by tho old re- 
liable freighter, Win. Cleveland. He has 
plenty of good Baddlo horses for the tourist; 
there is good fishing, fine hunting, and whin 
tired out with sport, a bath in the Hot 
Springs (a short distance from here) will ro- 
invigorate.

WANTS ANNEXATION. 

An American Resident of the Hawaiian 
Islands Says Union With the States 
is Necessary. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 5. — Luther Sever- 
ance, postmaster at Hilo, Hawaii, and for 
fifty years a resident of the islands, is visit- 
ing friends in this city. Speaking to-day 
of tho situation in Hawaii, he said : " The 
better clas3 of tho foreign element want an- 
nexation. Any government formed of tho 
people of the islands cnld not lastlong. There 
would be so many coblliotiug elements that 
anarchy would bo tho outcome. The 
present Provisional Government, which ia 
practically a military government, could 
not havo lasted as long as it has had it not 
been for the prospect of annexation. 

" If the United States refuses to take us 
Great Hritain will surely step in and estab- 
lish a British protectorate by placing Prin- 
cess Kaiulani on tho throne. With the 
assurance of a government such as would 
result from annexation, capital would liud a 
great field for investment by developing our 
Bugur and coffee lands. Thero aro thousands 
of acres of the beat cofi'ee lands in the 
world that can bo bought for §1 per acre. 
In three yeura the coffee plunt can bo got 
into bearing. It yields a handsome profit 
and offers an ideal life to the planter. , 

"I am vice-president of the annexation 
club of Hilo. I should say that the people 
care very little what the form oi govern- 
ment is so long as wo are assured of the 
protection of the United States. Perhups 
a territorial government would be the beet." 
Speaking of the course pursued by 
Commissioner Blount, Mr. Severance said : 
"I am inclined to be pleased with it. 
Ho can't fail to see that annexation ia 
the only thing for the islands, and I feel 
sure he must bo convinced that it will he 
a great boon to the United States. 1 am 
confident his report will bo in favor of tak- 
ing us under the wing of the United States." 



INT E RNATI0N A L FOOT R A LL. 

Toronto and Fall River Play an Interesting

Fall RlVBR, Mass., Juno 5. — An Inter- 
national Football match was played Satur- 
day between the Torontoa, of Toronto, Can - 
ada, and the Eaat Ends, of this city.

visionary and all that, and it is to be hoped 
that us often as the United Statea may liud 
occasion to nppear before an international 
tribunal, it may be with a cause tho vindi- 
cation of which will bo, na in the present 
iux-anoe, tho vindication also of good morals, 
. g';o.l sense and justice. 

We cannot soe that it is peculiarly credit- 
able to set up a claim that was never be- 
fore advanced by any nation, savage or civi- 
lir, d, and to support it by arguments so far- 
'fetched and so attenuated that it ia hard to 
understand how the pleader could expect 
■sensible and practical men to attach to them 
the slightest weight. 

We find it diffioulfc to imagine how ao in- 
telligent a critic us tho Tribune can bo con- 
tent with a position, to maintain which, it 
was necessary to treat all othor American 
•claims as non-existent and to speak of the 
judgments of American Courts of law with 
"Contempt, Mr. Carter, in setting up the 
very peculiar claim that the United States 
ia tho owner of all the fur seals that swim 
in the Pacific Ocean euat of a certain paral- 
lel of longitude, may havo taken a highly 
moral stand, and he may havo been on tho 
side of progress, but wo think that there 
are very few indeed in the United States or 
atiynhero else who can see Mr. Cartei'a con- 
tention in the aame light that tho Tribune 
does. Mr. PeckanifT, when he appropriated 
to himself the work and the credit of it, that 
belonged to another, wanted the world to 
belicvo that " good morale, good sonsc and 
justice " were on his side, but his claim was 
not allowed. Neither, we are certain, will 
Mr. Cartor'a be. 



A "COAST SURVEY." 

Tho Montreal Gazette of tho 29th con- 
teiua an oxcollont article calling for a 
" Coast Survey" of the Dominion. It gives 
the Department of Marine and Fisheries 
tn >ro credit than it deserves for its 
light house service, its fog-horns, etc., and 
goes on to say : 

But light-houses uro only intended to 
milk at night time the position of points on 
tin; coast ; fog horns and steam whistles, 
etc , are uncertain guidea at the best; and 
there ia much other work to be done in in- 
dicating the safe course for ships to follow. 
Tnis belongs to a coast or hydrogruphic sur- 
vey , whose object is to provide charts and 
sailing directions, showing the rocks, reefs 
and shoals ; tho depth of water in navigable 
cluuncla at varying statea of the tide ; the 
currents due to tho ebb and flow of the tide 
and tho effect of atmospheric changes upon 
them ; tho changes in the declination of the 
needle ; tho topography of the coast, show- 
ing tho aceurato position of different points, 
ami thus involving astronomical observa- 
tions, determination of longitude by tele- 
graph, etc. 

Tho Gazette evidently doea not know that 
there ia a long stretch of tho coast of British 
Columbia on which thoro is not a single 
■lighthouse, or buoy, or beacon, or warning 
mark of any kind ; and it is. perhaps, not 
aware that oven tho Admiralty charts of 
tho went coast of tho Dominion aro not to 
bo depended on. If it knew that within 
iha last two years vessels, one of them a 
ship of war and another a Government sup- 
ply steamer, struck rocks near tho ahore, 
where tho chart showed water enough to 
flint tho largest ship that was over built, it 



would insist even more strongly than it 
does on the establishment of a " Coast Sur- 
vey." If tho eu3t coast of the Dominion, 
as to lighting and survey, were in tho 
same condition as the west, tho press of the 
Eastern provinces would give the Govern- 
ment no reat until such changes wote made 
us would ensure, with ordinary care, the 
safety of navigation. 

The duties of tho official at tho head of tho 
Couat Survey aro thus described by the 
Gazette : 

He would bo the proper and responsible 
adviser of the Minister. He would bo 
responsible, also, for tho judicious distribu- 
tion of such money' as the country could 
afford from year to year in doing survey 
work, so that what was most urgent should 
bo done first The organization of such a 
body would not at all inteifero with the 
present method by which the co-operation 
of tho Admiralty ia obtained, and the ex- 
penses of a survey shared between Canada 
and Great Britain ; but it would, leavo the 
Minister much more free in his action than 
he can be under the present want of system, 
when the direction of the work ia deter- 
mined more. frequently by the latest wreck 
than by considerations of general advan- 
tage. 

Prom this it can bo seen that tho Coast 
Survey is just what is wanted to havo the 
western coast of the Dominion properly 
attended to. Had tueh a department been 
organized, that coast would not have been 
neglected as it has been. It is impossible 
to imagine a man possessed of tho neces- 
sary qualifications, and having u duo sense 
of the responsibilities of his office, allowing 
tho coast of British Columbia to remain in 
he condition it ia so long after its trade 
lad become important. Ho would have, 
long ago, made such representations to the 
Government as would havo convinced them 
that it rf*» their duly, as well as their in- 
terest, to have the waters of tho coaat sur- 
veyed, and tho coast itself better buoyed 
and lighted.

Hia 
medicine is cheap, it is easily procured and 
its application, except, perhaps in a few 
caaen, can he made with perfect safety. 

General Drayson'a very interesting paper 
on the " Art of Breathing," is in the April 
number of the Nineteenth Century. 

WHOLESOME ORITIUISM. 

Tho St. Paul Pioneer Press firds fault 
with Mohammed Alexander Russell Webb's 
new paper because it criticises Christiana 
and Christianity, as it thinks, a little too 
sharply. We do not look upon this aa a 
fault ut all. If tho Moslem World performs 
the duty of devil's advocate at all well, it 
will do Christianity better service than it 
intends. 

There is a tendency among Christiana of 
all denominations to become pharisaieal. 
They are apt to think themselves not only 
wiser, but better, than non-Christians of all 
sorts and in all countries. If they do not 
say to the Mohammedan, the Jew, tho 
Buddhist, the Agnostic, and tho rest of tho 
unbelievers, " Stand uside, wo arc holier 
than you," they assume an attitude of 
spiritual superiority which, no ' doubt, 
rouses antagoniam in outsiders and pre- 
vents their being appreciative or just to 
Christians and their religion. 

To remind Christians of thoir crimes, 
their failings, their inconsistencies, and 
their shortcomings, even if it is not done in 
a charitable spirit, will not do them tho 
Hlightestharm. Woallknowthat the blamoof 
tho wrong-doings and tho wickedncases of 
Christians is attributable to the men and 
women who profess and call themselves 
Christiana, and not to their religion. The 
man or woman wlio lives up to the require- 
ments of the Christian religion will be, in 
in his walk and converaation, blameless. 
Ho or she will be a living epiatlo known 
and read of all men. No infidel, no matter 
what creed ho professes, can point the finger 
of scorn at the true Christian, neither can 
ho cite his example as a proof of the imper- 
fection of the religion of Christ. In all 

relations of life, the Christian, if hn does 
what hia religion enjoins, will do what ia 
best both for himself and for society, it ia 
because professing Christians fail to do this 
that they bring a reproach on Christianity 
and cause the unbelievers to scoff. So, when 
the Moslem World directs attention to the 



vices which exist in communities nominally 
Chriatian and to the fuults and fuilingH of 
individual Christians it does nn harm to 
Christianity but rather good, by showing 
erring Christians that they are a disgrace 
ko their religion. 

The Moslem World commits the samo 
mistake as many people in Christian coun 
tries do — it judges Christianity , not on its 
own merits, but by tho conduct of thoso who 
profess to believe in its doctrines und to obey 
its commands. No religion that exists, no 
code of morulity that was ever devised 
could stand such a tost as this. 

No doubt American Christians will be 
able to retaliate, and will show that if tho 
Mohammedan religion is to be judged by 
the actions of those who prido themselves in 
being called "true believera," it, is not ono 
that civilized men should believe in. But 
the better way would be to acknowledge 
with shame tho justice of many of tho Mus- 
sulman's eriticiama, and to uau them as a 
stimulus to induce professing Christians to 
livo moro in accordance with tho precepts 
and the spirit of their holy religion. No- 
thing can bo said, with truth and reason, 
against Christianity, but, sad to say, a very 
great deal can bo said, with too mush truth, 
against thoso who try to pass themselves off 
as Christiana. 



MR, WOOL LEY IN ENGLAND. 

Tho Canadian Gazette (London) of May 
IS contains an interview with Mr. Clive 
Phillips Woolley, in which that gentleman seta 
forth the advantages and the capabilities of 
British Columbia both vigorously and uc- 
urately. Mr. Woolley, like a great many 
others, is annoyed to find that Englishmen, 
intelligent in almost every other respect, 
know so little about the Pacific Province of 
the Dominion. He says : 

Why, I have met fairly educated English- 
men \viiu, when I speak of British Columbia, 
calmly ask mo if it is iu the West Indies ; 
and it ia a frequent thine to hear it de- 
scribed as part of tho United States, and 
often it is confounded with the States of 
Columbia. This is very galling to a people 
like the British Columbians, who know what 
a possession their section of the Empire is, 
and who think such ignorance would long 
n go have been swept away if the geography 
of the Empire were only made more of a 
feature iu the public schools of the Mother 
Land. 

Mr. Woolley hopes that the Imperial In- 
stitute will help to enlighten his country- 
men about British Columbia and its re- 
sources. 

The word of an authority on sporting 
matters such as he is will no doubt have 
weight with British sporting men. He, 
the interview, tells them about the game to 
be found in this Province and the quant 
ties that good sportsmen can bag in a single 
expedition, under favorable circumstances. 
The interview with Mr. Woolley will no 
doubt have tho effect of making this Prov- 
ince better und more favorably known in 
tho Old Country.

Bainbridge, dated Vallare, Madras, Muy 4, 
announces the death of Lieut. -General Hon. 
Sir. James D inner, K.C.B , commander-in- 
chief of the forces in that Province. • A few 
days previously he had started out on foot 
with fellow-officers, Shikarees and numerous 
natives iu pursuit ot a man-eating tigress 
which had infested the neighborhood. Hav- 
ing shot and wounded her he followed her 
into the jungle where she turned round up- 
on him fiercely and bit and tore him badly. 
After considerable difficulty he was rescued, 
but died a few days afterwards. His death 
is much regietted by the officers of the sta- 
tion and tho people generally, 

A Port Cohta, Oal., dispatch, of Sunday, 
says : Tho steamer Bawnmbre, unloading 
coal here for the Southern Pacific Company, 
has had another narrow escape from 
destruction. When tho bottom of ono of 
tho wings was reached, a valise was un- 
covered containing fifteen pounds of dyna- 
mite and a cocked revolver, ingeniously ar- 
ranged so that when the ship should be 
tossed by tho waves, or the coal removed, 
the trigger would bo pulled and an explo- 
sion would result. By a happy chance a 
, small piece of tho dynamite got under the 
hammer, thus preventing tho diachurgo of

With assistance from the Victoria Gardens, 
they managed to secure everything except a 
parasol. 

The anniversary services of tho Centen- 
nial Methodist church, Gorgo road, were 
held on Sunday, Rev. J. H. Whito officiat- 
ing iu tho morning. Rev. Coverdale Watson 
in the evening. There wero large congre- 
gations preeent at both services, and the 
choir presented a m,ost attractive musical 
programme. 

TheYP.L.A. of the First Presbyterian 
church, held tho first of their picnics tor 
this season, last, evening, when Borne forty 
members left Mcintosh's boat house and 
rowed to Curtis' point, where they enjoyed 
themselves iu a variety of games, returning 
ubout 11 o'clock. It is the intention of the 
society to hold another in about three 
weeks. Several members of a Baptist 
society also eDjuyed a similar outing last 
evening. 

It is understood that Mr. Alexander Mo-

FiDWARD McCoSKRIE, who for a long time 
had an olliee as architect and building sup- 
erintendent on Y'atea street, died suddenly 
about six o'clock last evening at the resi- 
dence of his son, Opt, E. McCoskrie, 45 
Montreal street. The deceased had. been 
ailing for a considerable time, but had not 
been confiiued to bed, and yesterday was 
ubout town as usual. The immediate caufc 
of death is said to have probably been heart 
failure. Capt. McCoskrie is now away on a 
'rip on the Mascotte, and the only persons 
in the house with the deceased wero Mrs. 
Prevost, tho son's mother-in-law, and some 
small children. The doctor who had occa- 
sion illy attended tho deceased was sent for 
immediately after the death, and from tho 
indications and his knowledge of the pa- 
tient's general condition, came to tho con- 
clusion that the cause of death was as above 
mentioned.

Mayor Beaven Again " Reports " to the 
Council ou the Status of the 
Sewerage Question.

Owing to the length of time occupied in 
tho conference botweon tho Board of Alrler- 
mon and the medical men last evening, the 
regular Council meeting did not begin until 
about 9:15 o'clock. There were then 
present : His Worship the Mayor and all 
tho aldermen. 

Tho first business taken up was in refer- 
ence to tho new infectious diseases hospital. 

Ald. MgKillioAN moved, seconded by 
Aid. Munn, that the tenders now in bo 
returned unopened, and that tho urchitect 
bo authorized to alter the ward plans to 
provide for a one story building. 

This was carried, and it was also decided 
that the building should bo placed on tho 
high ground instead of on that at the back 
of ihe property purchased for tho purpose, 
the latter being some 110 feet lower. 

Tenders for supplying two teams for the 
watering cuts were opened, and referred to 
the Street committee to award tho contract 
to the lowest tenderer. There wero two 
equal tenders, George Lindsay, §4 SO per 
team, and C. J. Ring, $?!) for two teams. 
The ■ Victoria Truck & Dray Company 
offered to do the work for §125 a month. 

Al,n. MUNN suggested that it would bo 
a good plan if the watering carts wero out 
for one or two trips on Sunday. It would 
be u great boon to those who spent the elay 
at the park. 

The Finance committee reported, recom- 
mending the payment of accounts amount- 
ing to §2,090 51). This included payment 
of deputy returning officeta and poll clerks, 

at S10 and $5 per day respectively. 

ALD. Beltea thought the deputy return- 
ing officers and poll clerks wore paid too 
much iu proportion to the amount of work 
to bu done. He did not propose to make 
any motion in tho matter this time, but 
drew attentian to it. 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

Tut; MAYOR brought up tho sewerage 
matter by reading the following report, 
signed by himself • 

" The undersigned has tho honor to re- 
port to the Council that Mr. Alexander Mo- 
Beau, contractor for Bowerago contract No. 
I, ht.s again applied for payment of the sum 
of §19,202 37, which two of tho Sewerage 
Commissioners and the Engineer, Mr. 
Mohun, have certified to being the correct 
Bum eluo to him. 

" That sections ."fS and 39 of tho contract 
read as follows : 

"'See. 38 — Tha engineer, when the 
whole of the woik shall have been properly 
and satisfactorily executed and completed, 
and all actions, suits, claims, penalties, lia- 
bilities, outstanding accounts, coats, ex- 
penses, injuries and demands whatsoever 
shall have been properly discharged and sat- 
isfied, will grant to tho contractor a final 
certificate for the whole of the balance duo 
to him of the contract price, less the 10 per 
cent, to remain in the hands of tho corpora- 
tion without interest, until tho expiration 
of tho term oi maintenance. 

" ' Sec 39 — The contractor, at the expira- 
tion ol the term of maiuteiuit.ee, shall be 
paid the full amount of any of the balances 
which may appear to be then due to him, 
provided tho works havo been thoroughly 
well maintained in good repair, working 
order and condition, and aro handed over in 
a complele and satisfactory slate, in accord- 
ance with the contract ; failing which the 
corporation reserves the right to recoup it- 
self out of a> y moneys nr balances due to 
the ci rpi ration, for and on account of uny 
expenses incurred by it in miking good any 
d fective woik, h orkmauship and materials, 
or from any neglect or accident whatever.' 

" By section .'IS it will be seen that when 
the engineer is satisfied that tho work ia 
completed, etc., a final certificate is to bo 
granted by him to tho contractor for tho 
whole of the balanoo due, lesa ten per cent , 
w hich ia to remain in the hands of the cor- 
poration. This is tho money it ia now pro- 
posed to deal with. 

" By aection 39 the contractor ia entitled 
to the ten per c-nt. at the expiration of the 
term of maintenance, provided the works 
have been thoroughly well maintained, in 
good repair, working order and condition, 
and are handed over in a complete and sat- 
isfactory state, in accordance w ith the con- 
tact. 

" This section does not definitely say to 
whom tho work is to be satisfactory, but 
the only two parties mentioned in the sec- 
t on are the corporation and the contractor. 
Tho money is to bo left iu the bauds of the 
corpoiation. 

•' Tho body representing the corporation 
is tho Municipal Council. 

" The records of tho Council show that 
since the end of last August no checks on 
sewerage fund acoount have been counter- 
signed by tho Mayor, except with the sanc- 
tion of the Municipal Council. 

" The Municipal Council has on two oc- 
casions this year, viz, : on the 25th January, 
by tho adoption of a report from the stand- 
ing committee on sewerage, and on the 8th 
March, by a resolution, affirmed its opinion 
that the View street sewer should be re- 
stored to its proper grade by the contractor 
la fore the final acceptance of the work; and 
ob the 29th day of May the Council rejected 
a resolution which would have authorized 
tho two commissioners to act in the absence 
of Hon. J. H, Turner anil tho payment to 
Mr. McBcan of $19,202 27. It will thus bo 
Been that the representatives of the corpo- 
ration have practically affirmed that a por- 
tion of the work is not in a satisfactory 
siate ; sinco which, however, two of the 
sewerage commissioners havo expressed tho 
opinion that it is unnecessary and unoxpe- 
dicnt to alter it. 

"A petUBal of the Engineer's report shows 
that a depression exists In the grade of a 
portion of the sower on View street, which 
is constructed over very treacherous ground. 

"The two Sewerugo Commissioners, in 
II -eir report of 17th Muy, 1893, say : 'With 
regard to the View street sewer, after care- 
ful consideration of the reports of the Sani- 
tary and City Engineers, we have come to 
the conclusion that it is unnecessary and in- 
expedient to alter it.' 

" From conversation with the contractor 
I learn t hat he disclaims responsibility, on 
the plea that the work was constructed by 
him under under the explicit instructions 
from the Engineer In charge on behalf of 
the city, and not iu accorelauco with his 
own views. 

" A perusal of the various by-laws ap- 
pointing and authorizing tho appointment 
of Sewerage Commissioners, and tho Council 
records, allow that, the work from its com- 
mencement has been carried on under a 
mixture of authority between tho Commis- 
sioner.'! and the Council. 

" I think that tho by-laws and tho con-

THE COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN. 

Something About the Wife of tho Next 
Governor-General of Canada. 

As for the Countess of Aberdeen, she is 
no less a notability than her husband. She 
is a daughter ot Lord Xweedmouth, and 
the sister of Mr. Edward Majoribanks, the 
present Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
and litis the reputation of being ono of tho 
hardest worked among the lady members of 
the English aristocracy. Several of the 
leading Women's Liberal Associations in 
Great Britain look up to her as their presi- 
tlent, auel of late she has evinced a keen in- 
terest in tho encouragement of Irish native 
industries. Indeed, it is this interest which 
has now taken her to the Chicago Exhibi- 
tion, -and before leaving for America the 
waa presented with an address by tho 
Queenstown Municipal Hoard thanking her 
for her endeuvors to promote cottage indus- 
tries among the poorer classes of tho Irish 
people. But the work upon which the 
Countess has most set her heart of late 
veara ia probably the foundation of tho 
Haddo House Association — a league which 
numbers many thousand members and asso- 
ciates drawn from all sorts and conditions 
of Scottish women. The special object of 
the league is to kindle a sisterly interest in 
one another among women of all classes, 
and especially among mistresses and their 
servants : for if there is one belief which 
Lady Aberdeen holds more (irmly than 
another, it is that the world's greatest 
need is un expansion of tho womanly ideal. 
Her love for England ia untainted by her 
travels, and not the least attraction which 
British Columbia had for her when lirat 
she visited it was the fact that here Nature 
seemed to have planted another England 
by tho Sea.— [Canadian Gazette.

WILSON VS. PEBBIK. 

(Jridgnumt.) 

Sir Matthow B. Bcatiie, C.J.— This oase, 
an appeal from B decision of Mr. Justice 
Drake, at Chambers, hua twice been argued 
before us at oonsielerablo length. Oq the 
first argument, beforo Mr. Justice Walkem 
and myself, when, though we did not dis- 
a"ree, yet we could not exactly agree; uud, 
n viow of this, and of rule 688*, of 1893, 
and in viow alto of the great importance of 
the general question, we directed a second 
argument to be had before ouraelvea, with 
tho naaistaoce of Mr. Justice Crease. And 
having discussed between ourselves the var- 
ious clauses in tho Statutes and General 
Orders, and considered more narrowly the 
only English case which really deals with 
tho matter, wo have been able to como to an 
unanimous conclusion, porhups on shorter 
grounds than might havo been anticipated. 

The question is merely whether the Div- 
isional court, or any Judge thereof, has 
power, when an unsuccessful defendant is 
upplying for a new trial, to order security 
to be given by him for the costs of such ap- 
plication. Wilson, the plaintiff, having ob- 
taiued at nisi prius, beforo myself and a 
jury, a judgment ugainat Perrin for 
uud costs, Perrin, in duo course, gavo notice 
of an application to tho Divisional court to 
set aside tho verdict and judgment and for 
a now trial. Wilson, thereupon, on grounds 
which he deemed special and sullicient, ap- 
plied to Mr. Justicj Drake (being one of tho 
Judges who might sit on that Divisional 
court) for an order that Perrin should give 
security for the respondent's coals of the 
application. 

Mr. Justice Drake, without entering into 
any consideration of tho propriety ot the 
application, or the speoial circumstances al- 
leged by the plamtilT, refused, in fact, to 
entertain it at nil ou the ground of want of 
jurisdiction. Considering thut an applica- 
tion for a new trial is not properly an "' ap- 
peal," though very much in the nature of 
au appeal ; that by Kule US!) of 1893, tho 
Divisional court (and tho judges thoreo!) 
have expressly given to them the same 
powers as" the Fall court (and the judges 
thereof), hut that those powers, as to secur- 
ity for costs, are by Rule 084 limited to the 
costs occasioned by au "appeal" to the 
Full court, which designation, he held, is lo 
be construed strictly, and that the powera 
of tho Divisional court, and judges, as to 
security for costs of an " appeal," must also 
bo deemed to be confined to " appeals,'' 
strictly so termed, and of which there are 
many instances, e. g. all appeals from in 
terloeutory orders ; and finally that in the 
cise of H. cksher vs. Crossley (1S91) Q. B. 
1., p. 2'2i, the Court of Appeal in England, 
which has now exclusive jurisdiction to en- 
tertain theae applications, refused to order 
aecurity for costs. The difference between 
the jurisdictions hero and in England ia 
this, that whereas up to 1S90 the Divisional 
court alone had jurisdiction to order a new 
trial, exclusive jurisdiction was in that year 
given by 53 uud 64 Vic. Cup. 44 to the 
Court of Appeal, but hero the Full Court 
alone had jurisdiction up to 18Si5, uud in 
that year the Divisional court was 
created, with not substituted but con- 
current jurisdiction over all interlocutory 
matters, " including tne granting of new 
trials ;" and in 1888, cap. 45, sec. 10, with 
" all tho powers and authorities held and 
exercised by the Full Court in such matters, 
including the granting of now trials." Now 
•it tliut time, 1SS5, the Full Court had, by 
Rule 412 of General Orders, 1SS0, which 
deals with all appeals (expressly including 
appeals from interlocutory order.-), power to 
direct " such deposit or other security to be 
given for the costs to be occasioned by any 
appeal" as might be thought lit "under 
special circumstances." The Legislature 
which created the Divisional Court in 1SS5, 
us above stated, and empowered it in 1SSS, 
must bo taken to havo been aware of the 
powera belonging lo tho Full Court ; and by 
tho sectiona above quoted, invested the 
Divisional Court with all those powers, ex- 
pressly including the cuse of an application 
for a now trial : invested tho Divisional 
Court, therefore, with the power of requir- 
ing security for tho costs of such an appli- 
cation, and that power has never been ex- 
pressly taken away. All these enactments 
arc most conveniently dealt with by refer- 
ring to tho Consolidated Acts, 18SS, 33-59 
et ucq. 

Neither do we think that this power is 
infereutially taken away by the new Rules 
of Court, which came into force on the 1st 
of January last. Rule 689 does not, aa the 
argument for the defendant requires, in any 
manner limit, or even describe, the powers 
of the Divisional Court. It merely states 
that, so far as Rule 684 (among other rules 
in Older lviii) is applicable and shall apply 
to all appeals to the Divisional-Court. Rule 
684 says that in all "appeals " to the Full 
Court, security for the costs of appeal may 
bo required. Now, there ia strong grounds 
for holding that the term " appeula " in- 
cludes applications for a new trial. 

lat : Tnese are in font the most important 
of all matters when the Divisional court 
deuls with by way of review : 

2nd : They are generally termed "appeals 
to the Divisional court," and an Act of Far 
liament loquitur ad v)Ugus, and these rules 
are equally with the statutes for general in 
formation, i.e., the terms used are to be 
taken t > mean what they are generally un- 
derstood to mean : 

3rd : By s. 01 of tho Consolidated Acts, 
1888, c. ."1 (a re enactment of 1885, o. 5 s. 3) 
all matters brought before a Divisional court 
are c-pressly termed appeals: and this 
section has always been held to include 
these applications, and to limit tho time 
within which they are to bo brought. But, 
in short, the term either includes them or 
it doe3 not. If it doea, then clearly by the 
joint operations of Rules 1184 and (is!) of 
18!);;, the Divisional court may order 
security for tho coats of the application. If 
it does not, then thero is not a word either 
in any statute or general order to weaken 
the express enactment of 1888, cap. 4. sec. 
10, und the Rule 412 of 18S0, the abrogation 
of these rules as from the first of January 
last, cannot havo the retrospective effect of 
depriving the Divisional court of the powers 
with which it waa furnished by the Legis- 
lature in 188S. It is aa if that Rule 412 
had been repeated in tho statute of 1888. 

But the matter appears, in fact, quite 
clear when we examine into tho real nature 
of what was done in Heckachor vs. Cross- 
ley, It is, in fact, a very clear authority 
for the existence of the power. Tho Court 
of Appeal having been only invested with 
jurisdiction over applications for now trials 
in 1800, this was the first oase in which ap- 
plication was made that the appellants 
should give security for costa. Tho Court 
at onco accepts the jut isdiction, but tho 
Master of the Rolls said as this was tho 
first case beforo them in which security had 
been asked, they would wish to follow on 
tho lines pursued by the Divisional court, 
so us not to introduce a now practice, and 
would thareforo consult the judges who 
uauully satin Divisional courts. Tnia alone 
shows that tho Judges of Appeal thought 
that they had the power, but were merely 
deliberating how they should exercise it. 
And what did these judges report ? That 
they had no power to order security '! Not 



at all ; but that they do not order security 
" as a general rule ; " cloarly implying that 
when thero aro special circumstances, they 
would uccedo to tho proposal. That is, it 
implies that it possesses tho oiact powers 
expressed in tho old rule 412, of 1880. 

Wo are, therefore, clearly of opinion, 
both on principle and authority, that the 
learned Judge had powsr to order such 
aecurity as lie might deem proper if there 
wero special circumstances rendering such 
an order, in his opinion, proper. He had a 
discretion which he bus uot exercised. Wo, 
therefore, allow the appeal, and refer it 
back to him to inquiro whether there are 
such apecial circumstances, and, if ho fiads 
in the affirmative, to fix the nature and 
amount of tho security. Tlio defendant 
must pay tho costa of this appeal. We 
make no order as to the costs of the original 
application. 

WILSON VS. PERRIN. 
Delivered May 1S93. 
Walkom, J.— Concurring as I do in tho 
Judgment of this court, as delivered by the 
learned Chief Justice, I desiro to add a few 
worda expressive of my viow of H eekacher v' 
Croaaley. By our rules of court ot 1880, 
which were confirmed by statute, motions 
for new trials were assigned to thu Full 
Court, which answers here to tho Court of 
Appeal in England. The Full Court, thero- 
fore, had, from the first, authority in cases 
of appeal to require the appellant to give 
security for coats ; and tho person moving 
for a new trial would aurely bo an appellant 
iu the court and his application bo one in 
the nature of an appeal. Tho Impel iul Leg- 
islature having, us stated, given tho Court 
of Appeal in England exclusive jurisdiction 
with respect to motions for new trials, 
thereby placed such motions on the same 
footing as appeals, for thero are no restric- 
tive words to the contrary in the statute. 
The ratio decidendi in Heokboher v. Cros-ley 
was not that tho Court had no power to 
order security for costa, for it seema to 
havo assumed that it had ; but that it 
would be advisable to adhere to tho former 
" general rule " of tho Divisional Courts 
which exacted no security. The question, 
therefore of applying tho Appeal Court 
practice or not was regarded. as ouo of dis- 
cretion and on that basis the decision was, 
apparently, given. 

Our Full Court, it seeir.s to me, 
is, therefore always hael this dis- 
etionary power, and r.a our Divi- 
sional court has now coueurrent jurisdiction 
with that, Court with respect to motions for 
new trials, it becomes necessary to establish 
a practice that will 1)0 uniform and common 
to both courts, which wo may well do, as 
the present bench consists of a majority of 
the judges who would constitute cither 
urt ; otherwise the practice would be left 
uncertain, and to conflicting opinions be- 
tween the Full court, consisting as it must 
of at least threo judges, and tho Divisional 
court, constituted us it may be of any two 
judges. Asy8tein of practice that might be 
expedient in England might be inexpedient 
here ; hence our Rules of Court, framed as 
they have been from tho English rules, havo 
in many reaped s been more or less modified 
in order to adapt them to our own exigen- 
cies. The responsibility iu cases like the 
present being Ciist upon ua, wo havo been 
enableel, and I think fortunately, to como to 
a unanimous conclusion that the granting of 
security for costa should he left to the dis- 
cretion of both of our Appelate courts, sub- 
ject, of course, to well-known judicial rules. 
Speaking for myself, I make theao observa- 
tions to explain why I, for one, venture to 
depart from the course adopted after duo 
coi sideration by tho Court of Appeal in 
England.

— Monsignor Sutolli 
will soon begin an extended tour through 
tho West, which will, if present intentions 
are carried out, be prolonged two months or 
more. The start will bo made Juno 19, 
when, in company with Rev. Dr Thomas 
O'Gorman and two or three other members 
of tho faculty of tho Catholic university, 
he will go directly to St. Paul, Minn. 
From Helena the party will make a leisurely 
tour of Yellowstono Park. From Yellow- 
stone Park Monsignor Satolli and his com- 
panions will return to Helena and then 
proceed to Spokane. They will also visit 
Seattle, Tacoma and Puget Sound. 

Fruit From Hawaii. 

Tacoma, Juno ">.— A. E. Morse, of this 
city, who recently went to tho Hawaiian 
Islands, is endeavoring to secure for a 
Tacoma syndicate a large tract of land 
there, to bo used as a cofl'ee plantation. T. 
W. Harvey, representing tho United 
States, Britiah Columbia and Hawaiian 
Islanda Trading Company, writes from 
Honolulu, under date of May 24, that he 
has collected a shipment of Hawaiian fruits 
and curios for Puget Sound and Vancouver 
Island ports, and' will arrive on the Crat 
Canadian Pacific Australian steamship 
ubout June 10. By bringing the Hawaiian 
Island fruit direct to Puget Sound, thero 
is a considerable saving over shipments via 
San Francisco, and, besides, tho fruit will 
ho much fresher uud of a uniformly better 
quality, inasmuch as the best grades will 
not be sorted out at San Francisco. This 
will be the first direct shipment of fresh 
fruits from the Hawaiian Islanda to Pngot 
Sound.

Pacific Mail anil Panama Railway. 

Ntw York, June 5. — A plan has been 
practic illy agreed upon for the settlement 
of tho differences between the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co. and tho Panama railroad. 
Tho railroad will charter the three steam- 
ships run by tho Pacific Mail between New 
York and Aspinwall, and include them in 
ita Columbian lino recently established in 
opposition to the Pacific Mail. Tho Pacific 
Mail will charter the ships of the North 
American Navigation Co. now running be- 
tween Panama anel San Francisco in con- 
nection with tho Panama road. Thus the 
railroad will control the business on the 
Atlantic, and the Pacific Mail the business 
on tho Pacific. The operating oiiicca of tho 
steamship company will hereafter be in San 
Francisco. CP. Huntington will on Monday 
be elected president of tho Pacific Mail Co. 
in placo of Gen. J. Gould. Vice President 
anil General Manager Houston will retire. 
The salary of his ofiico is 510,000. Mr. 
Huntington enys : " We are going to cut 
down expenses wherever wo can, and try to 
make some money."

INFECTIOUS DISEASES HOSPITAL. 

One Story Pavilions Decided on and the High 
Ground .Site Selected. 

Doctors J. C. Davie, O. M. Jones, Oeorgo 
Duncan and E. B. C. Hanington, 'attended 
at an informal meeting of tho City Council 
lust evening, to discuss with them and the 
architect, Mr. VV. Kidgway Wilson, the 
plana for tho new infectious diseases hospi- 
tal, which is to be built onproperty recently 
purchased behind the Jubilee Hospital 
buildings, Tho chief faults found with tho 
proposed buildings wcro that the ward 
buildings were to bo two stories high, and 
that they were to be located on a portion 
of the property which is very considerably 
lower than the balance. Tho doctors ex- 
pluiued l heir views very fully. 

Dr. Davie first explained why he_ and 
other medical men objected, ou sanitary 
grounds, to a two-story building, when it 
would bo more convenient, less expensive, 
and much more safe to havo only ono Btory 
pavilions. 

Dr. Hanington dealt, particularly with the 
question of druinuge, holding that if tho 
building waa put down oil the low ground, it 
would be better to havein fix stories, and 
nut the patients ill r.hu top Btory. The 
fact waa then elicited that the high 
ground was .'10 feet uliovo when; it was 
proposed to put tho building. Tho archi- 
tect, Mr. Wi son, explained why he had 
made tho plans for a two Btory building, 
the fact being that tho Council had in- 
structed him to do so, and hud also in- 
structed him that the buildings wero to be 
on the low ground, the higher pieco being 
reserved for an Old Folks' Home.
